of Murder Planned by 


Her Spouse.

Marcri, aged 17, charged with 'having 
killed Joe Kodi. has confessed that slit 
killed him to satisfy the jealousy of 
her husband. She declared her h;> - 
band, after teaching her how to use ;i 
revolver, forced her to lie in wait for 
his supposed rival 'and slay him. lie 
threatened her with death If she failed 
in the murder plot. 


The confession was made after urg- 


ing by the father anil brother of the 
woman. 
When first arrested 
llrh. 


Marcri declared she had 'shot Rod! in 
self-defense when lie attempted to at- 
tack her. The father ol the woman did 
not believe this 'and finally persuaded 
her to tell the following story. 


"My husband was jealous of RoOi 


because we happened to know him back 
in Italy, and he grew more jealous 
each day. He made my life miserable 
and threatened 'to kill me If I didn't 
kill my old acquaintance. Joe Rodi. 1 
begged and pleaded with him. but he 
would not listen and more than once 
he showed a knife and said he would 
cut my head off If I refused. 


Forced to Practice Shooting. 


"One day he bought a pistol and -a 


lot of cartridges and told me I must 
practice shooting, as I had to kill Joe. 
For several days we went to the woods 
together, and I soon learned to shoot 
with accuracy.
